“CONGRESSMAN BLACK, 


AND OTHER GEORGIA STATESMEN 


IN WASHINGTON. 


The Sick Congressman Much Better, and Soon to 
Come Home—The Prospects of His Eutire Re. 
covery-Mr. Stephens Getting Better— 

Tne Syndicate’s Future, Etc. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Wasnincton, May 14.—This morning I 
went out to see Mr. Black who still lies pros- 
trate at his home on P street. With him was 
Dr. Busey, his faithful physician, one of the 
oldest and best in Washington. In the last 
three weeks Mr. Black has made wonderful 
improvement. His color is good and the 
cheerful expression of his face tells of renew- 
ed vitality. Heshowed us, with something 
like a look of pride, how he could lift his 
right arm, move his fingers and almost siift 
his position by using hislower limbs. “I feel 
as well as I ever did in my life,” he 
said, and Dr. Bussey, whom I heard say 
his patient was a dying man, said, smilingly: 
“Oh, yes! He is getting well.’ This will, 
I am sure, be cheering intelligence to the 


many friends of Colonel Black in Georgia. 
His purpose isto remain in Washington un- 
til the first of July, and then to come to At- 
lanta. He owns a cottage on Peachtree street, 
opposite the home of his father-in-law, Mr. 
Richard Peters, and there he will spend the 
hot months. In the fall, he will return to his 
home in Sylvania. His brain has never been 
affected, and in the days of his greatest 
suffering he followed the course of events in 
the arena from which he was so suddenly 
stricken. This morning he said he thought 
congress had done two big things at the pres- 
ent session. One was the passage of the tariff 
comimissson bill, and the other the creation 
ofadepartment of agriculture. Mr. Black's 
first and only speech in congress was in sup- 
port of the agricultural deficiency bill and 
was a good one, 
MR SIfRPHENS GETTING BETTER. 

A few hours after I saw him I stood by Mr. 
Stephens’s bed and asked about his sprained 
ankle. After speaking of its improvement 
he said of Mr. Biack’s case: ‘I never gave him 
up after the _ first forty-eight hours. 
Paralysis when fatal generally kills in that 
time. His case reminced me forcibly of one 
that happened in my congressional experi- 
ence before the war. The whigs had the 
house by only one majority, and Mr. Barry, 
one of our men, was stricken with paralysis 
in Cineimnati while on his way to congress. 
He was dead from his chin down but his 
head wasclear. Sothey brought him on to 
Washington. We were compelled to have his 
vote. He was borne to the capitol on a 
litter and voted us intocontrol of the house. 
He lay a long time in bed but finally re- 
gained the use of his limbs.” 

Mr. Stephens has ceased to 
feel any inconvenience from his 
wrenched right knee and despite the misera- 
ble weather his ankle is fast getting well 
The fall he had two years ago near the scene 
of this accident brought a compensation with 
it. A tumor had been forming for some time 
on one of his knees. It had grown serious 
enough to demand surgical attention, and an 
operation for it had been determined on, The 
fall, however, gave nature a chance to remove 
it. It burst and went completely away. 

THE SYNDICATE. 

Within the lastfew days developments have 
come to light indicative that the Georgia syn- 
dicate will find it very hard to pull Mr. At- 
kins on to the _ bench. From the 
first his friends have, dogmatically 
asserted that he was to be the new district 
judge for the northern Georgia district. They 
thought the appointment would be finally 
fixed at last Tuesday's cabinet meeting. On 
that day, however, Arthur’s friend, Jim Ben- 
nett, with his nice new yacht was here, and 
wanted the president to take a dip into the 
Potomac with him. Cabinet busimess was 
brief, and it may be that the same day wit- 
nessed the sticking in the mud of Bennett’s 
yacht, with its aristocratic freight, and the 
stranding of Mr. Atkins’s judicial hopes. At 
any rate, if the president insists on giving 
this office to. a member of the syndicate 
on the simple request of himself and 
his partners in that political machine, it will 
be against the protest not only of the Geor- 
gia delegation, the Atlanta bar and influen- 
tial citizens of Georgia, but contrary to the 
wishes of leading republicans in Washingtou 
close to the administration. [am sure Mr. 
Atkins could not be confirmed if his name 
were sent to the senate. It may be a mistaken 
kindness for his friends to press his claims 
further, Don Cameron is the most thorough 
representative of Arthur in the senate. If 
Arthur declines to take his advice and persists 
in appointing Atkins, Cameron will oppose 
his contirmation.. Old man Simon has 
strongly advised the president not to hamper 
himself in this way. Hoarand Dawes are 
making a desperate fight to defeat a nomina- 
tion which they say is distateful to their con- 
stituents. How could they vote for a nomi- 
nation of that:kind in another state? I know 
they voted for Robertson in New York, and 
my opinion that they would oppose Mr. At- 
kins is based not on a hope that would: be. 
consistent, but on a belief that they would do 
anything to strengthen their present an- 
tagonism to Worthington. 

he democrats would solidly oppose At- 
kins’s contirmation. With three or four re- 
publicans certain to vote against him why 
would he enter a contest that can have no 
issue but defeat? : 

The argument of age is used against Judge 
McCay because it is the only one to be found. 
It does not apply, for the judge is remarkably 
vigorous and well preserved. Stronger in- 
fluences, better recommendations could not 
be presented to the president in his favor, and 
Mr. Atkins may be rewarded for his services 
to his party in a way that will leave the bench 
for some man like Judge McCay whois capa- 
ble of filling it.

SENATORIAL DULLNESS. 


A Day In Which’ the Wise Fathers Show Little Wla 
dom. 


Wasurnatox, D, C., May 16.—In the Senate 
to-day petitions were presented by Mr. Me- 
Pherson, from the board of aldermen of Jer- 
sey city, solemnly protesting against what 
they call the base surrender by James G. 
Blaine and James Russe]! Lowell of the rights 
of American citizens abroad, calling on the 
president to vindicate these rights, and de- 
manding the recall of Minister Lowell. The 
petition was referred to the committee on 
foreign relations. 

Mr. Bayard reported favorably from the 
finance committee, with amendments in na- 
ture of a substitute, the bonded spirits bill. 
He said the committee had taken speedy ac- 
lionon the question because of its import- 
ance to the public revenue and the extensive 
business connected with it, and that an 
amendment would probably be offered in the 
senate, allowing the bonds to be given annu- 
ally, so as to prevent the hardship, under the 
pons arrangements, of giving bonds month- 
y. The bill was put on the calendar. 

The five per cent land bill came up as un- 
finished business. The bill was discussed for 
some time and finally went over as unfinish- 
ed business forto-morrow. Executive session 
then followed. Adjourned.

NATIONAL BANKS. 


The Werk of the House in Tinkering Up the Subject 
—Other Business. 
Wasurncton, December 16.—The house to- 
day resumed consideration of the national 
bank charter bill. 
Mr. Hewitt, of New York, premised his 
speech with the declaration that he was the 
owner Ofno stock in the national banks, and 
that he had never borrowed a dollar. from 
such a bank. What he said would not be in 
the interest of the banks, but would be 
spoken as a representative ot a districtin 
which he did not believe there was a na- 
tional bank. He did not claim that the 
present system owas. perfect, or that 
in some other age and time etter 
would not be devised, but it was the best 
that had yet been devised by the ingenuity of 
man. Any circulating medium in order to 
be good must be redeemable in coin on de- 
mand, and should be issued in amounts suffi- 
cient to meet the legitimate requirements of 
business. That was precisely the condition 
that we have now. Banks were willing to 
redeem every note on presentation, and they 
were able to provide for whatever amount of 
currency the demands of _ business 
might make necessary. He proposed 
that the national banking system should not 
be changed in any respect, except in re- 
gard to its circulation, and the security for 
the same. He would keep the issue of money 
in the hands of the government, through the 
agency of the banks. He would provide for 
a reserve fund and a redemption fund; but 
he would no longer compel the banks to de- 
sit government bonds for their circulation. 
e would issue notes for 90 per cent of their 
capital, and would stilltequire a percentage 
of a bank’s capital to be invested in government 
bonds. He would make its notes a first 
lien upon the assets of a bank; and would 
make the stockholders individually liable for 
one hundred per cent., in addition to the 
amount cf. their stock, and would institute a 
reserve fund by assessment on all such banks 
to secure‘the notes of any one of them; and 
finally he would make the banks, as a whole, 
guarantee the circulation of each individual 
bank. 


MR. BUCKNER’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Buckner, of Missouri, after briefly ad- 
vocating the the substitution of treasury 
notes for national bank notes, opposed the 

ending bill as being wholly tnnnecessary. 

t was a delusion and cheat which would not 
accomplish what the country thought it 
would, and which failed to secure safe and 
stable circulation. Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, 
supported the bill as being required by pub- 
lic policy and by the business interests of the 
country, but he insisted that the reserves of 


| national banks should be kept in coin. 


Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania, opposed the 
bill. He advocated the principle that the 
issuing function should s in the control of 
the government; and, in reply to a*question 
as to how the amount of currency should be 
regulated, he said that he would give the 
treasury unlimited power to _ issue fiat 
money, so long as money _ brought 
more than three per cent interest. The 
subject then went over. On motion 
of Mr. David, of North Carolina, the senate’s 
joint resolution was passed authorizing the 
secretary of war to loan one hundred flags to 
the citizens’ committee of Charlotte, North 
Carolina, to be used in the celebration of the 
107th anniversary of Mecklenbergh declara- 
tion of independence. The house, at 5 p.m., 
touk a recess until 7:30, and the evening ses- 
sion is to be for debate only on bank charter 
bill. 

There were but ten members present at the 
evening session of the house of representa- 
tives. After speeches by Messrs. Haseltone 
of Missouri, Erson of Kansas, and Holman of 
Indiana, in opposition to the bill to extend 
the charters of national banks, the house 
adjourned at 9:45. 

The house committee on elections to-day 
denied the request of Mr. Samael Dibble that 
an investigation be made of the alteration ol 
the testimony taken in the contested election 
case of Mackey vs. O’Cunner. The commit 
tee will report that, in its opinion, Dibble’s 
memorial shows no facts which have not 
heretofore been substantially passed upon by 
the committee.

FORCING THEIR CLAIMS. 


Twe New York Men Get a Decree in the District 
Court Against the State of Seuth Carolina. 


CuHaARLEston, S. C., May 16.—A decree has 
been filed in the United States circuit court 
affirming the validity of the Blue Ridge scrif 
issued by the state of South Carolina under 
an act of March 2d, 1873, in exchange for cer- 
tain bonds of the Blue Ridge railway, indorsed 
by the state. In 1873 the scrip act was de- 
ciated unconstitutional and void by the state 
supreme court, and it was subsequently re- 
pealed by the legislature. The present decree 
orders an account to be taken of all scrip in 
the hands of bona fide holders, and proper 
process is then to issue to compel 
the receipt of said scrip for state 
tax, and to compel the levying of 
an annual tax forits redemptiun, and also 
to restrain county treasurers from the coliec- 
tion of taxes in cases where the said scrip has 
been tendered and refused. The plaintiffs 
are Amos D. Williams and E. B. Wesley, of 
New York, whose claims amount to about 
halfa million dollars advanced to the state 
upon the security of the Biue Ridge railway 
bonds, which were subsequently surrendered 


by them in exchange for scrip.

THE METHODIST GENERAL 
CONFERENCE.

Alpheus Wilson, of Baltimore, C. Granberry,of Van- 
derbilt Univers ty, Atticus Haygood, of Geor- 
gia, R. R. Hargrave, of Teunessee, Dr 
Parker, of New Orleans, Elected. 


NASHVILLE, May 16.—At a meeting of the 
general conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church south to-day, the committee on 
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the revisal submitted a report recommending 
that a chapter be inserted in the discipline to 
prohibit engaging in promiscuous dancing, 
either in private or at ~ public 
exhibitions; or visiting theatres, opera 
or circus. Election of five additional bishops 
was taken up, and Alpheus W. Wilson,of the 
Baltimore conference, for the past few years 
missionary secretary of the church with heads 
quarters at Nashville, waselected on the first 
ballot.’ Dr. C. Granberry, professor in Van- 
derbilt university, but delegate from the Vir- 
ginia conference; Dr. Atticus G. Haygood, of 
Georgia; Rev. R. R. Hargrave, of Tennessee; 
and Dr. Linus Parker, of New Orleans, were 


then elected bishops. ; 

THE AFRICAN METHODISTS. 

Bishop McTyeire said he had a fraternal 
communication from the African Episcopal 
Zion church, that he thought proper should 
be read. The bishop said those who were 
present at the Ecumenical council would re- 
member the writer of the paper as a man who 
hed taken much interest in the Southern 
Methodist church. The paper was read and 
referreu to the committee on fraternal cor- 
respondence. . 

To the Bishops and members of the General Cenfer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South: 
FAYETTEVILLE, N. C,, May 8.—Dear Fathers and 

Brethren: Having been appointed to bear the fra- 

ternal greetings of the African Methodist Episcopal 

Zion church to your venerable body, I exceedingly 

regret my inability to be present in person. I there- 

fore take this method to fulfill, in part, what is ex- 
pected of me by those I represent. ‘There are special 
reasons why there should be a friendly feeling be- 
tween wour church and ours. Prominent amon 

these is the fact that we occupy a relation towar 

your church that we occupy toward no other uuder 
the sun. We occupy the same field with you 
without rivalry. There exists no ground for antag- 
onism, for God himself seems to have appointed 
our bounds and fixed the limits of our operations. 

The great body, at least nine-tenths, of our church 

isin the south. Circumstances over which we have 

no control, have drawn a line between the two 
races in all their social relations as marked and dis- 
tinct as the nose upon a man’s face. Itisnotaline 
of hate or dread of contact, but a line sanctioned 
by custom, till it has all the force of law. This 
social line has made the African church a neces- 
sity. Possibly we have more branches of 
thatchurch than we need, but until we can see 
our way clear to unite in one, we shall have to con- 
tinue toimitate our white brethren, each branch 
usiug our best effurts to spread the Kedeemer’s 
kingdom. I huve remarked that the order of so- 
ciety above mentioned makes the African church a 
necessity. This I believe to be providential. God 
has raised up an effective colored ministry, who 
could not have been employed without congrega- 
tions of their own people. The success that has 
attended _ their efforts has stamped the 
arrangement as divine. I- wiil in this 
connection mention one fact, which 
seems to mé to settie the question. In 1862 or 1863 
the Methodist Episcopal church senta missionary 
to North Carolina, since that time she has sent 
several more. she hasspeut thourands of dollors 
in supporting her ministers and extending her 
work, and yet the reportto her last conference 
shows less than 8.000 members. The African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Zion Church, through most of the 
above mentioned perid, has had but one north- 
ern man in the fieid, and has had but little 
money to spend, and yet we have 
nearly 50,000 members. This difference, out of all 
proportion to the means employed, is not simply 
the result of extraordinary human effort, but the 
result of Divine power and the stamp of God’s ap- 
provation. Ido notsay that the other work is not 

His, but [think I may truly say that this is espe- 

cially His, and indicates that God has raised up the 

African church to bless the African race, beth here 

and alsoin the land which gave birth to that race, 

But I need not pursue this line of thought fur- 
ther, in addressing you You have given the world 
a practical demonstration of your faith in our idea 
by forming your own colored members into a sepa- 
rate organization, and giving them the necessar 
outfit for the success of theireffort. Indeed, the M. 
E. church itself, while not going as far as you have ; 
in recognizing our needs, yet has found it neces- 
sary to give her colored ministers conferences 
to themselves. Thus in one way 
or another all have recognized the 
necessity of the African church. The time may 
come when one general conference may legislate 
for the entire Methodist Episcopal family; when 
one book of discipline may govern the whole, and 
when one hymna book may afford hymns for us all, 
but so far as I can see we shall, for a long time, 
need the separate organization. At the same time, 
our holy religion prompts us to labor forthe pro- 
motion of fraternity. AsI have before remarkedr 
the relations existing between you, 
church and ours are such as to con- 
duce to thatend. We have also noticed that our 
sentiments respecting the necessity and work of the 
African church, are of accord. Thé people to 
whom you minister and those to whom we are of- 
fering the bread and water of life, though socially | 
separate, yet all business-relations are mo-t closely 
connected. As you are two hundred and fifty years 
in advance of us, in the enjoymeut of the bless- 
ings of civil and relizious liberty, it is not humili- 
ating on our part to acknowledge that 
you have advantages that wedo not enjoy, and 
that you are in a position where you can be of more 
use to us than we can to you. Experience has 
taught me that our success here largely depends up- 
on the encouragement we received from the white 
people. A good word don’t cost much, but often 
does a vast deal of good. Except upon one point, 
which I need not to mention, the culored people 
look up to the white people for advice, and 
by the advice and _ instructions received 
therefrom their opinions are shaped to a 
very large degree. ‘This is especially the case, as 
touching the character of the colored minister sent 
among them. If the white people testify to his in- 
telligeuce and moral rectitude, his way is easys 
But if some white man says ‘That nigger 
won't do,’’ he will have hard work 
to convince the _ colored people that 
he will do. The man thus branded has 
but two courses left him. One is to quietly work 
his way for mont hs at a disadvantege; the otheris 
to get upou the stumpintime of excitement and 
appeal to their passions. 1 am happy to say that in 
our work, here, we have generally received en 
couragement from the minister's you represent. 
In some cases it has been overflowing. In this con- 
nection I wish to express our gratitude and thanks 
to Bishop McTyeire and others who so kindly in- 
dorsed ourappeal tothe British peopie for aid in 
our effort to erect an institution for the education 
of our people. 

In conclusion, let me assure you that the church 
I represent will be ever ready to perform its part in 
oromoting the happiness of the entire Methodist 
family, and inthe spreading of evaugelical holi 
ness. 

May the Great Bishop and Shepherd of souls pre- 
side over your deliberations aud bless your labors.

DORSEY DODGING. 


John W. Dedges the Warrants for His Arrest and 
Appears in Court. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The extension of 
ten days granted by Judge Wyliein the star 
route cases to enable the government officers 
to secure the arrest of John W. Dorsey, ex- 
pired to-day. When the court opened the 
deputy marshal made his return on the war- 
rants that be had been unable to find Dorsey. 
Mr. Merrick, of counsel forthe government, 
said that the warrants for Dorsey had been 
sent to New York, Vermont and Texas with- 
out effect. Judge Wylie directed the crier to 
call Dorsey’s name. When this was done one 
of his counsel, arose and said Dorsey was 
in court, and had been in the city ten days. 
He added that it had been Dorsey’s 
intention from the first to attend when want- 
ed. After the filing of motions in his case 
similar to those filed in the others, Dorsey 
was arraigned. Waiving the reading of the 
indictment he pleaded not guilty. Merrick 
said the government was ready to proceed, 
but stated tothe court that the grand jury 
was now considering Reidell’s case. He said 
that if Reidell was not tried with the other 
defendants it would necessitate another trial 
‘(n his case.

In the year 1856, Mr. Dow Law was a resident 
ef the county of Houston, and superintending 
the planting interests of Mr. Sam Felder, a 
large and prosperous planter. He wasa quiet, 
unassuming and energetic gentleman, and a 
most thorough overseer in all bis farm work. 


Yn company one day od 8 
his year (1856), with Mr. 
| Re cetbeook. a neighbor, the plantation 
of a Mr. Martin Kendrick was vis! ed for the 
purpose of a personal examination ofa new 
cotton planter that Mr. Kendrick was trying 
to rate, the most copspicnous feature of 
which was the ponderous and immense wheel 
that deposited the seed Tm ‘hills imperfectly. 
Dow Law after scrutinizing for Some time the 
working of the machine, exclaimed to Mr. 
Westbrook that he had caught the “idea, 
and would go bome and perfect it by making 
a superior machine to the one heretofore in 
operation. Not long after this the planters 
of the neighborhood were called on to see ope- 
fated the new Dow Law cotton planter, which 
to-day stands superior and without a success- 
rul competitor, “exposition certificates’? to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

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WHAT A LIVE NEW ENGLANDER 
HAS DONE AT GRIFFIN. 


FORTY YEARS IN GEORGIA. 


What Work Will Do—Usbor:e’s Carriage Factory—A 
Handsome Bus Ban on Strictly Business 
-Principles—40, Fruit Crates—What a 
Swedge Is-S arting With 2.50. 


Gatrrin, May 12.—“That’s a swedge.” 

“A what?” 

“A swedge.’’ 

‘Well, what in the worldis a swedge?’’ 
The speaker was Mr. C. H. Osborne,an honored 
citizen of this place, whom I saw this morn- 
ing athis factory on Hill street. Next Octo- 
ber will be thirty-nine years since he came to 
Griffin from one of the New England states. 
Since then he has lived here, growy up with 
the town, and by those honest rules to govern 
a life of virtue and manliness, Dame Fortune 
has smiled upon him until . now 
peace and plenty abound in his household. 
Continuing his answer to my inquiry about 
the small piece of steel which he had called 
a ‘‘swedge,’’ Mr. Osborne said: 

“It is used as an anvil by blacksmiths for 
the purpose of rounding the ends of iron or 


of grooving it.” The piece of steel was about 
four inchesdong by two and a half wide, and 
about half-an ineh thick. “That was the 
first thing Lever bought in Georgia, and for 
it paid oyt the last 
; “TWO DOLLARS AND A HALF I HAD 
inthe world. With that stock in trade, I 
commenced my career here, and you are well 
aware Of my history since then.” Mr. 
Osborne is one of the most modest meén I ever 
saw. Never since his advent here has he 
been known to speak of himself or his work a 
single time. Fle goes right along, always 
minding his own affairs and paying strict at- 
tention to the details of his business. He 
was quite a young man when he started out 
as a blacksmith here nearly forty years ago, 
not twenty years of age, and it is a source of 
much pleasure to his friends to know that 
from hard licks at the anvil he has now risen 
until he owns one of the most successful fac- 
tories in Georgia, emptoying fifty hands and 
covering about an acre and a half space. 

. WHAT WORK WILL Do. 

I suppose it is safe tosay that the Osborne 
factory supplies nearly two hundred people 
with daily bread. LBuilding carriages and 
buggies is the principal werk done, though 
he makes nearly everything else that can be 
made of wood. This morning I was carried 
through the entire establishment, where I 
found everything in w flurry of work and 
rush. The building is @ very substantial 
frame structure, about 100 feet long by 60 
wide, two stories high, and filled with all the 
latest and most improved machinery 

“How many machines do you use here 
I asked. 

“About twenty-five different kinds in all, 
There is nothing that is needed that I do 
not have placed here at once. I have now as 
complete aset of machinery as can be found 
any where.”’ 

‘‘How many buggies and carriages do you 
turn out?’ 

“About one a day, ornearly 400 a year. I 
am now working on seventy-five new ve- 
hicles and will soon have them finished. One 
of the secrets of my success is that my work 
is reliable, and it is made so because I super- 
intend it all myself—every piece of it. I trust 
no one to do my superintending. I have sent 
out some of the finest carriages ever made in 
this state-and those who once own them sel- 
dom fail to buy of me again.” 

‘How does your factory compare with 
others in Georgia?’ 

“Well, that 1 cannot say, though, I suppose 
if you leave out Collins, of Macon, there are 
no others any larger. On this point, however, 
I am not caretul, forl pay strict attention to 
my own business,and do not bother with that 
of others,

A GOOD MOTTO. 

My rule has always been that what I cannot 
pay for, I let alone.

It has gradually 
found sale in the seuth on its own worth, and 
instead of keeping a drummer on the road, 
orders come thick and fast without that ex- 
tra expense.

‘The fruit business promises to be the lar- 
gestfor several years, this summer, probably 
the largest ever known in Georgia,”’ said Mr. 
Osborne, ‘‘and I am overrun with orders for 
crates. Here isa machine which bas before 
it atask of making 40,000 crates, within the 
next few weeks.”’ 

‘‘Who are they for?” I asked. 

“Ten thousand of them are for Mr. John D. 
Cunningham, the rest belonging to different 
fruit growers around Griflin.”’

Opening Scenes of the Trial of Johnson and Echols 
at Athens. 
From the Athens, Ga., Banner-Watchman May 16. 

Yesterday morning. was set aside for the 
trial of Frank Johnson and Enos Echols, for 
the murder of Walter Rountree.

Silk Culture.

Prof. A. H. Heyer, who is living at Jasper 
Springs, near this city, has introduced silk 
culture, and has about six hundred mulberry 
cuttings set out in hedges on the land prepara- 
tory to the cultivation of silk next season. 
He has also received from Mr. Crozier, of 
Corinth, Mississippi, some excellent cocoons, 
from which already there has been, during 
the present season, a great increase. Prof. 
Heyer states that he will be able to dispose of 
the silk product to manuiactories, and that he 
expects, within a year or two, to realize quite 
a profit on his venture in the cultivation of 
silk. He plants the white mulberry and 
morus multicaulis as the best vegetation 
adapted to the requirements of the silk worm. 
The cuttings are set out in rows ten feet 
apart, whiist between the rows garden veg- 


etables are raised, thus keeping the land de- 
voted to silk culture clean and in good condi- 
tion.

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THE RAILROADS. 


The Spartanburg and Asheville—The Columbus, 
Chattanooga and Florida. 
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HORSFURD’S: ACID PHOSPHATE] 
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A dispatch dated Raleigh, May 8, gives ad- 
dttional and important information concern- 
ingthe completion of the Spartanburg and 
Asheville railroad and what will follow: 

With the announcement that the railroad 
from Wolf Creek to Paint Rock, in Tennessee, 
has been completed, which makes the con 
nection through the Blue Ridge and gives a 
northwestern and southern line, comes also 
the announcement that the Richmond 
and Danville terminal company has ac- 
quired the ownership of the Spar- 
tanburg and Asheville railroad, which 
bas been running for two years from 
Spartanburg, 5. C,, to Hendersonville, in this 
state. It was the intention of the former 
owners to build the road to Asheville, N.C.,, 
but they got involved, and the road was sold 
by foreclosure, and was recently bought by 
the Terminal company. The distance from 
Hendersonville to Asheville is eighteen miles, 
one half of which is graded. Between these 
points-the country is nearly level, and the 
cost of completing the road to Asheville will 
not exceed $10,000 per mile. The Terminal 

company has just announced that work will 
commence at once, and that the road will be 
finished ina few months, Connections will 
then be made at Asheville with the Western 
North Carolina railroad, which the Terminal 
company recently completed to Paint Rock, 
on the Tennessee lir> and with the: lines of | 
railway from Ch , Cincinnati and the 
north west. | 
This will dpen up the shortest possible con- 
tinuous line frum the Mississippi valley and 
the northwest to Charleston, S.C There is 
now a continuous line of raiitroad from Hen- 
dersonville to Charleston. People from the 
northwest coming south can go over this line 
instead of around by Chattanooga, and can 
diverge at Asheville for middle North Caro- 
lina, at Spartanburg: for Atlanta, and at 
Columbia for Augusta. Heretofore there has 
been a gap of ten miles of staging between 
Morristown ard Paint Rock, in order to get 
from the railroad to Warm Spring,in Madison 
county, which is a noted summer resort. 
Visitors coming through Tennessee 
now come all the way by 
rail. Henderson, Buncombe, Transylvania 
and Haywood counties all are rapid)y becom- 
ing popular for sammer travel. Ten thousand 
persons traveled through the counties last 
year, and there will be double this number | 
during the approaching summer. When the 
road-from Hendersonville to Asheville is fin- 
ished there will be four roads running into 
Asheville, and all owned by the Terminal 
company. The cumpletion of the eighteen 
between Hendersonville and Asheville | 
enables travelers to avoid the extra 700 miles | 


around by Chattanooga, and opens a north- 
western and southern line through this state. 
The Terminal company bought the Spartan- 
burg und Asheville railroad for a smatl sum, 
and when completed to Asheville that com- 
pany willonly be out about $5,000 a mile ona 
road eighty miles long. 

THE CHATTANOOGA, COLUMBUS AND FLORIDA, 

Cvuluimbus Euquirer. 

This railroud from here to Rome when com- 
rleted, in view of the near completion of the | 
ironic and Chattanooga railroad, would be on 
an air-line north and northwest, and nearer 
and more direct to all the great cities of the 
northwest, especially Nashville, Louisville, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago. It would |! 
be the shortest route for allincomingand out- | 
going freight for all of western and south- | 
western Georgia, eastern Alabama and the | 
whole of northwest and middle Florida, and 
thus obviate the circuit und elbow via Atlan 
ta and the divergence at present through 
north Alabama. 

The economy in time and distance that the — 
Chattanooga, Columbus and Florida railroad 
would necessarily subserve could not be sur- 

ssed. It would bea commanding highway, 
increasing accommodations, raising the values 
ot rural and city property, and fraught with 
the mayic of prosperity in all the counties of 
Georgia that it would tap and cross. It would 
stimulate the great iron and coal industries of 
northwest Georgia about Rome, and those of 
southwest Tennessee about Chattanooga. 
It would place the great mineral deposits, 
so abundant in these sections, within the 
very shortest distances of the great con- 
sumers in the iron founderies, factories and 
other: industrial pursuits at Columbus 
and along the course of the Chattahoochee 
river through Georgia, Alubama and Florida, 
until it empties into the gulf of Mexico. 

The contemplated course of the Chatta- 
nooga, Columbus and Florida railroad, after 
reaching Colunibus, would be a little easterly 
of aparallel line with the Chattahoochee 
river, until it reached its objeetive southern 
terminus at Bainbridge, on Flint river, in 
Decatur county, Georgia, co-terminus ‘with 
northwest Florida. It «ould run through 
Chattahoochee, Stewart, Randolph, Calhoun, 
Kar:y, Miter and Decatur counties within 
easy access of all the river.counties and all of 
the counties of southwest Georgia lying to 
the east of the railroad. 

THE DUCKTOWN LINES. 
From the Chaiivi.d Uuoerver. 

The progress on the Western North Caro- 
lina railroad is beginning to yield its fruiis in 
the development of that section. An edito- 
rial in a recent issue of the New York Times 
states that a number of New York capitalists 
have acquired possession of the valuable cop- 
per mining interests at Hiawassa, near Duck- 
town, Cherokee county. The property em- 
braces about 3,000 acres, There is a local 
railroad and about 120 bouses for Operatives 
and smelting works on the land. The ores 
found on this property are said to be of a very 
superior quality and have been worked in past 
years witn profit in the old way, and the pro- 
duct hauled forty miles over the mountasme 
to Cleveland, Tenn., and the junction of the 
Rome and Dalton, and East Tennessee and 
Virginia railroads. The present managers 
will erect modern machinery and go exten- 
sively into mining with regular system. — 

It is understood that they have, im conjunc- 
tion with foreign capitalists, arranged with 
the Richmond and Danville terminal compa- 
ny for the immediate completion of the 
Ducktown branch of the Western road. The 
contract with the state gives them until 1885 
to complete the work, but the capitalists in- 
terested in these mines are anxious for a 
speedier completion to enable them to expe- 
dite the operations which they have in con- 
templation, They further agree to co-operate 
with the terminal company in building an ex- 
tension of the road from Ducktown to Cleve- 
land, Tenn., which would make connection 
with the Rome and Dalton, and East Tennes- 
see and Virginia railroads, and make the 
Ducktown branch a part of the great through 
line north and south. 

This is the beginning of the development 
of the vast resources, mineral and other kinds 
that abound in that section, and which by 
the completion of the Western road and its 
branches will be brought into the market and 
be made available. There is a bright future 
dawning for Western North Carolina.

THE GENEVA AWARD BALANCE, 

During General Grant's administration the 
United States secured through a course of 
overbearing diplomacy an award of $15,500,- 
000 in satisfaction of certain defined classés of 
claims forthe depredations of certain confed- 
erate gruiser¢ fitted out in England. This 
stim was awarded by a tribunal that- held its 
meetings in the Swiss city of Geneva. After 
we got ithe nioney we ‘went to work to dis- 
burse it in accordance with the terms under 
which it was granted. After the most liberal 
allowances to all merchants who had suffered 
damages*from cruisers fittedept in England, 
we had artthexpended balance of over niff, 
mitifons, for*which we cowld find no claim- 
ants under the terms ofthe award. But still 
there are claimants, and very shrewd and im- 
portunate ones they are, tod. These fellows 
have at last induced the house to pass a bill 


maining on’ hand of*the award, ‘The house 
bill as it was passed directs the re-establish- 
| ment ef the court. of commissioners of Ala- 
bama claims. The court is directed by the 
bill to give judgment for’ claims 
duly “proved for the payment of premiums 
for war risks, and also for damages done by 
cruisers, regardless of the place where they 
fitted out. 

If this bill becomes a law, we will be guilty 
of disbursing British money to claimants 
whose claims were discussed at, and expressly 
rejected by, the Geneva conference. Eng- 
land is not, of course, responsible for dam- 
ages inflicted by cruisérs which were not fit- 
ted out in her ports, and the war premiums 
were withdrawn by Mr. Bancroft Davis, our 
agent at Geneva. Mr. Fish, the then secretary 
of state, formerly declared that they had only

This does not 
take into account at all the fishing bounties 
and other drawbackson taxation of which the 
north received the exclusive benefit. When 
to all thisis added the fact that more than 
seven-tenths of the emoluments of public 
office have for twenty years past been enjoyed 
by the northern people; that fifty millions in 
efisions are annually paid there, together: 
with almost the whole of the interest of the 
public. debt, there can be little wonder, he 
added, that the northern section of the union 
keeps ahead of the southern. 
But he shows that this grabbing of public 
plunder does not equal in injustice the tariff 
legislation that insiduously bleeds one section 
for the Denefit of the other. Those who de- 
clare that they are for protection for protec- 
tion’s sake, simply say they are in favor of 
levying money, not forthe support of the 
government, Sut tor the benefit of a particu- 
lar class of men at the expense of another. 
This is not taxation; it is robbery; and it is 
just this that falls most heavily upon the ag- 
ricuitural people of the sotth. How is it 
with the cotton-grower? asks Mr. Vance. In the 
first place he pays all the taxes, state and na- 
tional, that all other citizens are required to 
pay. When he starts outin the spring to 
pitch his crop, on his plow he pays 5@ per 
cent ad valorem; on his trace-chains to pull 
the plow, 2% cents per pound; on his wagon, 
harrew and otherirons, 50 per cent; on his 
jack knife, 50 per cent; on the square by 
which he measures his work,6 cents per pound 
and 30 per cent ad valorem; on nis files and 
rasps, 10 cents per pound and 30 per cent; on 
his saw, 8)4 cents and 30 per cent; for his ax, 
40 per cent; for the iron hoops which inclose 
his bale of cotton when made, 1)4 cents per 
pound; for his hammer, 2)4 cents per pound; 
his wrought nails, 24% cents per pound; his 
cut nails, 144 cents per pound; his horse shoe 
nails, 5 cents per pound; his tacks and sprigs, 
2% cents per thousand; for wood screws, from 
8 to 11 cents per pound; for cast-iron hinges 
for his door, 244 cents per 
pound; on his wife’s sad-iron, 114 cents 
per pound; on his cross-cut saw, 10 cents per 
foot. All this, averaging nearly 100 per cent, 
he pays to the Pennsylvania iron and steel 
manufacturers, not to the government. On 
the bagging for his cotton-bales, he pays 2 
cents per yard; on his cotton shirt, 5 cents per 
yard and 10 per cent; on his wife’s calico 
dress, 5'4 cents per yard and 20 per cent; on 
her spool thread, ‘4 cent each and 30 percent; 
on the common stone-ware of his table, 25 per 
cent; on his school-boy’s slate-pencil, 40 per 
cent; on his glass tumblers, 40 per cent; on 
his sugar and molasses, 49 per cent; on his 
coarse blankets, about 95 per cent; on his 
wool hat and flannel shirt, about the same; 
on hi wife’s shawl, 50 cents per pound and 35 
per cent, (over 100 per cent;) on his borax, 10 
cents per pound; his clock, 35 per cent; his 
wife's camphor, 5 cents per _ pound; 
her gloves, 50 per cent; _hair-pins, 
50 per cent; on his: glue, 20 per cent.; his 
grindstone, 1 cent per peund; powder, 6cents 
per pound and 20 per cent; suspenders, 35 
per cent; rubber boots for bad weather, 50 
per cent; his leather 25 per cent; bis kero- 
sene Oil; 40: cents per gallon. In sickress his 
morphia is taxed $1 per ounce; castor oil, 
$1 per gallon, and his opium $1 per 
pound. Even on his fruit trees and his gar- 
den and his agricultural seeds he is taxed 
20 per centad'valorem. Nearly all this goes 
into the. pockets of the manufacturers, who 
claim. that the planter’s prosperity is increasd 
by this searching taxation. Nothing is free 
to him. Nothing escapes, said Mr. Vance, 
this all pervading, inevitable protective tariff 
—certain as death, hungry as the grave, un- 
satisfiable as the sea, —

SOUTHERN FARMING. 


Experiences of Southern Planters Since the War 
Georgin Farming Past and Present. 
From the Hartford Courant. 

AmP@nicus, Ga., April 15.—I have met a large 
number of planters, cotton factors, bankers, mer- 
chants, and others engaged in business through 
middie and southwest Georgia, and ledrn from 
them the past history of southern farming, its pre:- 
entimproved condition, and what is expected in 
the immediate future. My own inspection of a 
number of farms affords convincing proof 
that the southern farmer is learning that with hired 
fabor a small quantity of land, well enltivated. will 
produce @ more profitable crop than the large acre- 
_ worked with slave labor was ever capable of 
doing 

At the close of the war the south was stripped of 
everything but its land, and owed a large individ- 
ual indebtedness incurred upon eredit given to the 
property value of the negro, this valuation in &eor- 
gia alone amounting to $30.000,0.0, more than the 
whole amount of her present taxable property. 

The high price of cotton induced all the planters 
to Cultivate as much « f this crop as they could, and 
as the new siatus of the negro had put the manage- 
ment of his labor out of the planters’ power, they 
almost invariably rented out their plantations te 
the freedmen, to get, if possible, as large a reveaue 
as in the days before the war, and with no more 
ye labor. Many planters went to the eities to 
ivé, leaving the entire management oftheir planta- 
tious w the freedmen, and as long as the cotton 
rent was paid, cared little for the methods by 
which they were farmed. The negroes worked 
immense tracts of land, scratching over the 
soil with the smallest kind of plough, using lit 
tle or no fertilizer, nor resting the land, following 
in the easiest way such methods of farming as they 
had learned in the days before the war, and in this 
way soon exhausted the surfaee of the land and 
were unable lo raise enough crop either to pay rent 
or geta living for themselves. The owners of the 
plantations soon found their revenues eut off and 
their lauds so worn out as to be unproductive, and 
the country so full of similar plantationsas to make 
their suie at any price impossible. They then eom- 
menced returning to their homes to work the plan- 
tations themselves, and if possible to get them back 
lo something of their former productive power. 

It is generally admitied that when the owners of 
the plantations realized that they must work them- 
selves or lose their lands, a Srighter gnd better fu- 
ture opened to the south, aud the commencement 
of her pro»perity dates from that time. Many of the 
plantations fell into the hands of younger men 
either by inheritance or purchase, er more often 
by renting, and they were far betterable to 2

2; drugs 1; coal 1; millinery 1. Among the 
failures of general interest reported were 
Charles Seitz. brewer, and Redlich & Schmitz- 
ler, wholesale tobacco, New York; Robert 
Fletcher, flour, and M. Leopold & Co., huts, 
Philadelphia; Ripley Brothers, paper manu- 
facturers, Boston; Ferdinand Beer, cotton 
buyer, New Orleans. In St. Louis the assign- 
ment of the Buddenburg furniture company 
has been followed by the temporary embar- 
rassment of John Vornbrock, furniture; 
who proposes to his creditors to form a stock 
company to carry on the business.

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CROP REPORTS. 


The General Average of the Growlng Crops Up to 
the Standard, 


Wasuineton, May 16.—The May report of 


the condition of the wheat crop by the stat- 
istician of the department of agriculture 
makes the average for the entire breadth 100, 
the standard, undiminished vitality and 
medium growth, average condition for April 
102, higher than reported for many years. In 
April last year eighty-six. Only in states of 
the north Atlantic coast and those at the head 
of the Ohio valley, Texas and those of the 
Pacific coast .fail to reach 100, while 
the extraordinary vigor of the crop in 
other sections fully compensate for 
these local differences, which amount to 
seven per cent in Connecticut, eighteen in 
New York, six in Pennsylvania, twenty-four 
in Texas, five in West Virginia, two in Ken- 
tucky, nine iu Ohio, five in California and 
twelve in Oregon. The bureau of agriculture 
in Illinois telegraphs to this department that 
the condition of winter wheat is five per cent 
above the average in the northern district, 
three above in the central and three in the 
southern. This department makes the ayv- 
erage by counties 104; corrected average, 100. 
In the eastern belt, represented largely by 
New York and Pennsylvania, the weather has 
been too cold and the ground too wet, causing 
an uneven growth and a yellow color. In 
West Virginia and Ohio the frost on the 
10th and 11th of April cut down most of the 
advanced growth, and low temperature 
and storms chilled and discolored the plant 
in heavy soils and low Jands. The chinch- 
bug is out in force in large portions of Kan- 
sas, Missouri-and Illinois, and has appeared 
in some parts of Virginia, but has done no 
material injury yet, and itis hoped the cold 
storms may destroy the pest. Chinch-bugs 
and army worms are doing much injury in 
Texas. There is frequent reference to brown 
rust on the leaves in several states south, but 
the stem is net generally attacked, and the 
injury is nominal. It is now too late for 
much loss frem this cause. Rye is alse in 
good condition, the general sverage being 
minety-six.” It was 100 April 1, 1882, and 
ninety-seven April, 1881. Three-fourths of 
the winter barley is grown in California 
and New York, which states the aver- 
age condition is respectively ninety-three 
and seventy; general average, eighty-eight. 
COTTON. 

Cotton returns represent eighty-one per 
cent of proposed area planted on the Ist of 
May, against eighty-five per cent im average 
years. Plamting is more advanced than usual 


from Virginia to Florida, and more backward. 


in all other states, especially Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Tennessee. In consequence of 
the overflow, the proportion planted in Mis- 
sissippi is seventy-five per cent instead 
of of eighty-five in average years; seventy- 
one in Leuisiana, instead ef -eighty-nine; 
enty-six in Arkansas instead of eighty- 
three, ° and seventy-seven im Tennes- 
see instead of eighty percent. Whe deficien- 
cy on the first of May approximated 500,000 
acres, and planting still in progress. The 
proportion of spring plowing done up te May 
1, on comparison with average years, is 
greater the present season upon the Atlantic 
coast, south of New England, in the Ohio 
and Missuuri valleys. Itis less than usual 
in the eastern states, in the morthwestern 
states, in the lower Mississippi valley and 
on the Pacific coast. The condition of mow- 
ing fields is represented by ninety-two, slight 
deticiences being reported in the Ohio valley 
and in the north Atlantic states.
